The  ehurch-to-churcb  campaign  in  Copiah 
county  proceeded  on  schedule  time  May  24-30 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  truck  farmers  were 
In  their  busiest  season.

If  we  do  not  raise  something  to  eat  it  Is 
hardly  worth  while  to  be  manufacturing  auto¬ 
mobile  tires  and  Pullman  cars,  or  building  rail¬ 
roads,  or  running  trains,  for  there  will  he  no 
body  to  use  them.  Food  crops  are  not  made  in 
thirty  days  and  they  do  not  grow  without  culti¬ 
vation.

QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS. 

An  Inquirer  sends  the  following: 

1.  When  a  gathering  of  any  description  Is  held 
In  a  Baptist  church  and  an  admission  price  Is  de¬ 
manded  at  the  door  or  tickets  having  been  said 
for  entrance,  is  it  not  making  the  house  of  the 
Lord  a  house  of  merchandise? 

2.  Should  there  be  public  gatherings  in  a 
church  that  has  been  dedicated  to  the  Lord  other 
than  religious? 

We  do  not  guarantee  to  satisfy  anybody  with  our 
answers,  but  we  simply  answer  according  to  the 
best  light  Tve  have  before  us. 

When  Jesus  objected  to  the  presence  of  traders 
In  the  temple,  it  was  because  they  were  making 
the  house  of  God  a  house  of  merchandise  for  their 
own  benefit,  not  for  the  benefit  of  the  temple. 
Charging  admission  to  anything  In  a  church  when 
the  proceeds  go  to  the  church  Is  a  different  mat¬ 
ter.  However  It  may  be  open  to  question  on  othfr 
grounds.  The  sanctified  common  sense  of  the  con¬ 
gregation  must  be  depended  on  to  determine  that 
matter. 

As  to  the  propriety  of  having  other  than  dis¬ 
tinctly  religious  gatherings  In  a  church  house 
there  is  room  for  difference  of  opinion.  Personally 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  may  be  occasions 
when  meeting  of  general  Interest  and  profit  may 
be  held  In  a  church  house,  such  as  educational 
and  social  uplift  It  Is  not  always  easy  to  draw 
the  line  between  what  Is  religious  and  seculaf. 
Certainly  the  church  should  not  be  opened  tjo 
every  sort  of  gathering  which  comes  along.

EXPERIENCES 


I  am  writing  you  a  brief  article,  not  because 
I  have  to,  not  because  I  want  to.  but  because 
I  ought  to.

I  preached  for  them, 
and  after  services  were  over  I  remained  a  little 
while  to  talk  with  friends  before  leaving  for 
home.  I  noticed  one  brother  who  was  quite  busy 
going  from  one  to  another  of  those  who  were 
there.  1  also  heard  some  money  rattling.  I  sup¬ 
posed  he  was  collecting  money  for  hls  church 
work.  In  a  little  while  he  came  to  me  and  said 
about  the  following;  "Brother  Hall,  we  are  glad 
indeed  to  have  you  with  us  today.  We  believe 
the  gospel  yon  have  preached.  W’e  feel  that  we 
ought  to  share  with  you  the  burden  you  are 
carrying  and  we  want  you  to  accept  this  money 
as  a  small  evidence  1>t  our  appreciation  of  the 
work  you  are  doing.”

when  the  apostles 
which  were  at  Jerusalem  heard  that  Samaria 
had  received  the  word  of  God,  they  sent  unto 
them  Peter  and  John.  The  apostles  were  about 
as  slow  as  anybody  to  catch  on  to  the  new  order 
of  things.  It  took  a  vision  three  times  repeated 
to  Peter  on  the  house  top  to  get  him  into  the 
running.  The  first  work  among  the  heathen 
at  Antioch  was  done  without  their  aid  and  the 
pioneers  In  that  work  were  men  without  the 
recognition  of  officialdom.  The  early  Christian 
;  churches  were  evidently  not  the  work  of  the 
apostles  alone. 

The  church  at  Rome  which  has  later  become 
the  head  of  all  apostolic  succession  heresy  by 
everfr  Indication  seems  to  have  been  started  with¬ 
out  any  direct  connection  with  the  apostles.  So 
far  as  the  records  show  Paul  was  the  first  apos¬ 
tle  to  visit  Rome,  and  indeed  so  far  as  any  proof 
is  given  the  ony  one.  But  from  Paul's  letter  to 
Romans,  we  learn  that  there  was  a  church  In 
Rome  with  a  large  group  of  Christians  long 
before  Paul  ever  visited  them.  He  calls  a  long 
list  of  them  by  name  and  says  that  some  of  them 
were  Christians  before  he  was.  This  Roman 
i  church  to  which  afterwards  some  sought  to  as- 
j  cribe  supremacy  or  primacy  was  evidently  start- 
>  ed  by  gome  humble  and  unknown  Christians 
who  knew  nothing  about  the  necessity  of  apostle 
j  succession. 

But  what  does  this  "foundation  of  the  apos- 
j  ties  and  phophets”  mean.  Certainly  It  has  some 
meaning,  and  a  good  one.  We  have  seen  that 
,  it  does  not  have  reference  to  the  physical  con¬ 
tact  wlththe  apostles,  or  with  those  whom  they 
authorltlveiy  commissioned.  It  Is  not  the  material 
!  touch  of  their  hands,  the  mechanical  Imposition 
of  the  hands  of  a  bishop  back  to  Peter  or  Paul 
1  or  any  the  rest  of  them.  The  kingdom  of  heaven 
does  not  come  by  mechanncs,  and  churches  and 
preachers  are  not  made  by  physical  succession. 

It  does  mean  that  the  same  truth  which  the 
apostles  taught,  the  same  spirit  which  indwelt 
them  became  the  source  and  substance  of  our 
faith  and|  the  life  of  our  life.  They  taught  us  the 
fundamental  things  about  Jesus  Christ.  He  Is 
tljp  chief  corner  stone.  What  they  learned  of 
him  they  proc'almed  to  others.  They  were  divine¬ 
ly  commissioned  teachers  to  reveal  the  things  of 
Christ  to  us  and  to  all  generations.  Their  teach¬ 
ing  is  in  the  New  Testament.  Peter  and  John 
and  Paul  and  James  and  Jude  have  written  and 
God  has  preserved  for  us  the  truth  and  grace 
which  Jesus  brought  Into  being.  If  your  faith 
has  taken  hold  of  their  word  you  are  on  a  good 
foundation,  the  foundation  of  the  apostles  and 
prophets.  Any  church  whose  teaching  Is  derived 
!  from  them  and  is  in  accord  with  them  Is  on  the 
same  foundation,  but  some  who  have  put  the  In¬ 
scription  on  the  corner  stone  of  the  buildings 
have  gotten  clear  away  from  the  foundation  of 
the  apostles  and  prophets.

The  hope  and  strength  of  our  75  Ml’llon  Cam- 
pa'gn  is  In  the  regular  monthly  payment  of  all 
pledges  made.  Most  of  the  subscriptions  were 
made  with  the  expectation  of  being  paid  from 
month  to  month  during  thg  five  year  period. 
Special  effort  was  made  to  round  up  one  fifth  of 
the  total  by  the  first  of  May  this  year,  with  good 
success.  But  the  purpose  Is  to  get  away  as  rap¬ 
idly  as  possible  from  h'gh  pressure  periods  and 
like  the  tree  of  life  yield  the  fruit  every  month, 
twelve  crop*.  Let's  get  our. gait  and  march  with 
a  steady  swing.  It  Is  the  healthy  condition  when 
every  subscriber  is  giving  his  part  every  month. 
And  it  will  keep  things  healthy  if  every  church 
treasurer  will  promptly  forward  the  churches 
gift  every  month  to  the  secretary  of  missions. 
The  treasurer  ought  by  all  means  to  have  a  book 
made  specially  for  the  keeping  of  these  accounts, 
and  he  ought  to  report  regularly  and  promptly 
to  the  church  what  he  has  received  and  what 
he  has  forwarded.

first,  last  and  all  the  time.  When  men  and 
women  adorn  themselves  In  that  deslcable 
thing  called  a  bathing  suit  and  appear  In  the 
presence  of  each  other.  It  is  kicking  the  fence 
of  modesty  down  to  the  ground  and  saying  In 
accents  louder  than  words  "we  have  no  fence 
around  our  virtue  .and  character.”  I  am  not  say¬ 
ing  that  every  one  who  does  this  has  no  virtue 
or  character;  but  I  am  saying  that  those  who  do 
this  are  placing  themselves  in  a  very  dangerous 
position  and  are  giving  room  for  suspicion  and 
bad- remarks.  Just  think  of  a  woman  of  whom 
God  said,  "should  adorn  herself  in  modest  ap¬ 
parel,”  putting  on  a  bathing  suit  that  f  could 
take  a  black  ailk  handkerchief  and  make  one 
of  the  things,  and  get  in  the  water  and  out  of 
It,  to  play  leap  frog  with  men  and  be  handled 
by  them  while  in  this  garb. 

In  these  days  men  and  women  go  In  bathing 
together  with  not  ynough  clothes  on  to  flag  a 
freight  train  down.  Yet  both  sexes  are  crying 
for  more  liberty  and  freedom.  The  parents  who 
a'low  their  girls  to  go  out  in  such  a  garb  ought 
to  bow  their  heads  In  everlasting  shame  and 
pray  God  to  forgive  them  for  such  idiocy.  There 
Is  not  a  man  or  women  in  this  country,  with  the 
right  estimate  of  their  own  value  who  does 
not  feel  shocked  tbe  first  time  they  appear  in  the 
presence  of  the  opposite  sex  with  that  despic¬ 
able  thing  on  known  as  a  bathing  suit.  Yet  they 
have  become  so  bold  in  some  places  thot  they 
come  right  up  town  and  walk  the  streets  dressed 
In  that  garb.  When  this  Is  done  the  officers 
oaght  to  be  bold  enough  to  arrest  every  one  of 
them  and  put  them  In  Jail,  where  they  belong, 
until  they  get  decent  enough  to  appear  In  pub¬ 
lic.  And  yet  when  1  stand  up  and  denounce  these 
thtngs  as  Indeceent,  Immodest  and  unjustifiable, 

I  have  to  bear  the  censure  of  criticism  of 
men  and  women  who  ought  to  be  spending  their 
life's  blood  helping  me  to  oppose  such  things. 

1  went  to  a  town  a  few  years  ago  to  conduct  a 
meeting  and  found  that  the  young  people  and  old 
ones  top.  had  gone  craxy  on  the  question  of  hay- 
rides.  moon-’lght  picnics  and  bathing  parties.  1 
had  seen  the  fruits  of  such  things  and  told  them 
what  the  Inevitable  result  would  be.  I  was  hiss¬ 
ed  down  ad  branded  as  a  fanatic.  I  was  called  a 
Puritan  and  Radlcaflat.  Two  years  later,  I  was 
called  back  to  the  same  town  to  conduct  another 
meeting,  and  O,  my  soul.  If  I  could  only  tell 
you  the  condition  that  prevailed  in  that  town. 
The  broken  hearted,  discouraged  pastor  told  me 
one  night  that  as  soon  as  the  meeting  closed  he 
was  going  to  resign  the  charge  of  the  church. 
He  said.  I  counted  five  young  women  in  the 
choir  last  night,  who  have  lost  the  last  remnant 
of  their  virtue  In  the  practice  of  this  veritable 
Sodom.  The  young  woman  who  had  been  acting 
as  chaperon  was  cast  out  by  her  husband,  her 
little  fifteen  year  old  sister  and  herself  turned 
out  of  the  church  and  the  saddest  thing  of  all. 
almost  one  half  of  the  young  people  In  the  Bap¬ 
tist  church  were  excluded  for  crimes  of  the 
grossest  Immorality.  At  the  time  the  town  was 
In  sackcloth  and  ashes.  Scores  of  fathers  and 
mothers  were  borne  down  lnteare  with  broken 
hearts.  But  It  was  too  late  to  weep  and  mourn 
after  they  had  dammed  the  town  with  their 
nonsense  and  foolishness.  Now,  somebody  will 
say  "that  preacher  has  no  right  to  preach  about 
people  bathing  because  the  Bible  don't  say  any¬ 
thing  about  It."  Let's  see  whethqj  It  does  or 
not.  We  are 'commanded  to  "preach  the  word." 
So  let's  see  what  "the  word”  says  about  It.  Turn 
to  II  Sam.  11:1-2,  "David  was  a  man  after  God's 
own  heart."  yet  he  was  not  strong  enough  to 
stand  this  tempatton  of  which  I  am  warning  you. 
My  friends.  It  ia  presuptuons  to  put  ourselves 
In  the  way  of  temptation,  when  we  are  command¬ 
ed  to  "shun  the  very  appearance  and  convert 
tlielr  lives  for  the  Lord  Jesus.  Hence  I  hare 
warned  you  of  the  devil's  snares  and  pltfalla.  I 
have  dlschaged  my  duty.  If  you  go  on  In  these 
things  and  come  to  destruction,  your  blood  will 
be  upon  your  own  heads.  May  God  help  you 
young  people  to  turn  from  these  sinful  things 
and  live  for  him  who  died  for  you  is  my  prayer.

"Pigs  is  Pigs,”  Etc.,  Just  something  to  help  con¬ 
valescents  to  while  off  time. 

We  cared  for  eight  charity  cases,  we  wish  we 
were  able  to  care  for  more  than  that,  we  would 
but  we  are  limited  in  our  finances.  I  would  like 
to  suggest  to  our  churches  that  where  a  member 
comes,  the  church  take  a  collection  to  help  care 
for  the  expenses.  This  would  better  enable  us 
to  care  for  people  who  have  no  one  to  help 
them.  There  are  many  poor  people  who  have 
no  one  to  whom  they  can  look  in  their  need.

t'Hl  ROH-TO-OHl'RCH  CAMPAIGNS 

Several  of  the  County  Church-to-Church  Cam¬ 
paigns  are  In  full  swing  this  week.  We  sincerely 
hope  that  a'.l  the  workers  who  are  engaged  in 
these  campaigns  are  striving  to  see  that  the 
program  outlined  for  the  churches  Is  carried  out 
and  the  definite  work  accomplished  that  Is  con¬ 
templated  In  the  campaign.  It  means  hard  work 
to  accomplish  definite  results  while  on  the  round 
but  if  the  results  are  not  reached  then  it  Is  not 
likely  that  the  local  church  forces  will  follow 
the  work  up  to  completion  after  the  workers  are 
gone.  Let  the  report  of  youi  visit  to  .each  church 
show  actual  results  accomplished  while  there. 
Our  State  Mission  Board  and  the  Sunday  School 
Board,  of  Nashville,  Teun.,  are  paying  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  campaign  and  will  expect  material 
results  from  the  workers. 

It  came  to  our  attention  that  one  team  of 
workers  had  been  through  the  whole  campaign 
In  a  certain  county  last  week  and  did  not  know 
about  the  Baptist  Record  club  offer  of  31.50 
per  year  for  clubs  of  not  fewer  than  five  sub¬ 
scribers  at  each  church  during  the  campaign. 
We  had  published  leaflets  and  done  everything 
In  our  power  to  bring  the  full  program  to  the 
attention  of  the  workers  snd  yet  there  is  danger 
that  a  worker  will  take  part  In  the  campaign 
without  c’osely  studying  the  work  outlined  for 
the  campaign.  Before  entering  upon  the  work 
everyone  assigned  to  this  work  should  thorough¬ 
ly  study  and  prepare  himself  to  do  the  things 
contemplated  In  the  program. 

Let  us  mention  again  the  things  we  want  done 
at  each  church  while  the  workers  are  there 
In  these  church-lo-church  campaigns. 

1.  To  Install  In  every  church  a  financial  sys¬ 
tem  for  taking  care  of  the  pastor's  salary  and 
other  local  expenses.  8peclal  effort  should  be 
made  to  Induce  the  churches  to  increase  the 
salary  of  thslr  pastors.  Contribution  envelopes 
snd  record  books  will  be  In  the  hands  of  tba 
workers  for  putting  on  the  local  church  budget 
and  will  be  sold  to  the  churches  at  actual  cost. 

2.  To  present  the  Baptist  Record  and  under¬ 
take  to  organize  a  club  of  not  leas  than  five 
subscribers  either  new  subscribers  or  renewals 
at  the  rate  of  31.50  per  year.  It  ts  easy  to  get 
most  any  church  to  furnish  a  elub  of  five  or 
more  while  the  workers  are  there  on  the  round. 

3.  To  organize  Sunday  school's  W.  M.  U.'s 
and  B.  Y.  P.  U.’s  In  the  churches  where  these 
organizations  are  necessary  and  are  not  already 
In  operation.  A  woman  worker  should  accompany 
every  team  of  workers  in  the  campaign  for  pre¬ 
senting  the  full  program  of  the  woman  s  work. 

4.  To  enroll  prospective  students  for  the 
Couuty  Sunday  School  Normals  to  be  held  In 


each  county  durl«g  the  summer.  ■Enrollment 
cards  are  placed  In!  the  hands  of  the  workers  for 
this  purpose,  tho  fards  when  signed  up.  to  be 
sent  by  the  worker  to  Mr.  J.  K.  Byrd.  Mt.  Olive. 
Miss. 

All  supplies  used  In  the  campaigns  are  shipped 
direct  to  he  counjy  organizer  for  dlatrlbutton 
among  the  variou^  teams  of  workers  who  are 
used  to  put  the  rsnfoa.gn  over  In  bis  county.  The 
supplies  to  be  sold!  to  the  cbnrches  are  charged 
up  to  the  County  Organizer  and  he  Is  held  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  ppo|>er  handling  of  the  supplies 
and  will  remit  to  ®.  J.  B.  Lawrence  for  nil  sup- 
piles  sold  and  will  return  all  supplies  not  used 
when  the  campaign!  it  over.  The  county  organ. t- 
ers  are  a’so  expected  to  approve  all  accounts 
for  expenses  and  remuneration  to  the  workers  la 
the  campaign.  If  «iy  Information  It  desired  on 
sny  phase  of  the  campaign  write  to  Brother  N. 
T.  Tult  at  the  Contention  Board  offllce  and  the 
Information  will  be  (forth  com.ng. 

These  county  campaigns  will  absolutely  be  a 
success  If  they  sr<J  properly  advertised  In  ad¬ 
vance  and  If  the  workers  will  go  at  the  Job  de¬ 
termined  to  put  the  Program  over  whomever  pos- 
atble.

Here  Is  a  fine  opportunity  to  render  a  real 
and  needed  service.  Our  enl'stment  missionaries 
in  their  work  among  the  churphes  find  pastors 
with  poor  equipment  and  no  prospects  of  im¬ 
provement.  One  of  the  tragedies  .of  progress 
in  the  work  of  the  church  is  that  when  the 
churches  awake  and  assume  the  responsibility 
for  their  share  of  the  kingdom  work,  the  men 
who  have  been  their  pastors  hitherto  will  hence¬ 
forth  lose  their  privilege  of  leadership  un'ess 
something  is  done  to  develop  them  along  with 
and  ahead  of  the  churches.  They  are  without 
books  or  papers  or  opportunities  of  contact  with 
the  onmoving  forces  Of  the  kingdom.  They  need 
books;  they  need  papers;  they  need  to  go  to 
the  conventions:  they  need  to  go  to  the  encamp¬ 
ments.  the  schools  for  preachers  and  some  to 
the  literary  schools.  We  ought  not  to  lose  these 
modest,  humble,  capable  brethren.  God  has  call¬ 
ed  them  into  the  ministry  and  we  must  fit  them 
for  the  largest  usefulness  in  It.  You  have  some 
books  which  can  be  turned  over  to  the  enlistment 
men  for  the  use  of  these  brethren.  You  have 
money  with  which  they  can  buy  books.  You  ma> 
he’p  them  to  spend  a  week  at  -the  Encampment 
at  Blue  Mountain  or  Hattiesburg  this  summer.

He  Is  afraid  of  being  left  behind  by  the 
churches  and  laid  on  the  shelf.  He  will  be  unlegs 
he  Is  beetter  equ'pped.  It  Is  poor  economy  to 
let  men  whom  God  has  called  to  go  unfurnished. 
It  Is  hradly  worth  while  to  call  out  the  ca’led 
unless  we  equip  them  when  they  are  called.  If 
you  want  to  help  these  men  write  to  the  editor 
or  to  any  one  of  the  enlistment  men  and  tell 
him  what  you  can  do,  and  it  will  be  passed  on 
where  it  Is  greatly  needed.

The  followup  campaign  recom- 
menendatlons  of  the  commission 
which  met  recently  In  Nashville  In¬ 
clude  most  vital  find  far-reaching 
suggestions  for  our  Baptist  church¬ 
es.  Among  these  are  the  continued 
enlistment  of  our  people  in  all  forms 
ol  gospel'  service,  the  collection  of 
funds  already  subscribed,  the  ef¬ 
fort  to  secure  gifts  from  all  who 
have  '  not  been  reached,  the  more 
Intense  endeavor  to  Indoctrinate  our 
own  people,  and  a  South-wide,  pray¬ 
erful  campaign  for  the  seeking  and 
winning  of  the  lost. 

How  can  this  possibly  be  done? 
When  will  we  get  the  forces  to  ac¬ 
complish  all  this  great  and  glorious 
task?  Are  tlvere  enough  evange¬ 
lists  and  singers  to  answer  the  calls? 
Judging  from  the  letters  and  tele¬ 
grams  coming  to  ub,  and  the  en¬ 
gagements  already  made  by  the 
Home  Board  forces  into  the  next 
year  something  will  have  to  be  done 
other  than  that  which  dShomlna- 
tionkl  and  independent  evangelists 
will  be  able  to  accomplish.

He  doea  not  Ilka  to  suggest  w 
this  himself,  for  he  Is  not  sure  of  pa 
the  hearty  support  of  the  officers  £ 
and  other  members  of  the  church,  ,0‘ 
and  bealdes,  it  might  appear  to  some  »iw 
that  he  was  a  little  too  aalf-auffl- 
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dent  and  that  he  did  not  believe  as 
fully  as  hs  should  in  ouuide  helpers. 

The  pastor  needs  Just  such  en¬ 
couragement-needs  to  know  that 
his  deacons  believe  in  him,  needs 
Ihe  experience  which  a  meeting  like 
this  would  bring  to  him  and  the 
chufeh.  '  It  would  bind  the  pastor 
and  church  together  In  a  new  love 
and  a  new  confidence  and  a  new  ex¬ 
perience  and  a  new  trust  In  God  and 
His  promises  and  grace.
